I say, and I say it 
because I know it is true, that that is not 
going to be ee by at least one-third 
of the people of his island or of the people 
of the twenty-six counties. 

‘* It is not going to be accepted as the 
rule by which we can decide at any moment 
what the national policy is going to be. Why 
cannot that be accepted as the rule !—simply 
because that Constitution is not an Iris 
Constitution. That Constitution was imposed 
from abroad, and if we want to get a rule 
we must replace it by one made by our- 
selves. We must get a national agreement 
above that Constitution as long as it lasts— 
and the agreement we must get is an agree- 
ment among all parties that the representa- 
tives of the people, free to nieet without any 
tests, will decide by majority rule the national 
policy for the moment. 

NO OTHER RULE. 

They could find no other rule by which 
they would be able to make progress. 
Before that rule was accepted, how- 
ever, they must remove all tests and 
barriers, for the representaives of 
the people must be free to come into a 
national assembly without any barriers. They 
had hoped, he said, that the people would 
break down the barrier, and he was certain 
that they would have done so if the Free 
State had not introduced bills which were 
purposely devised to prevent the people from 
breaking it down. The road Brn which 
they had intended to lead the Beran would 
have been a better road than that-they were 
forced to travel now. Nobody confessed more 
freely than he did that it would have been 
better for the nation had they been able to 
get the people to remove these tests than 
that they should be forced to go and appear, 
at any rate, to subscribe to a declaration of 
allegiance to the Free State Constitution. 

They were in the Dail now and their pur- 
pose was to clear those tests away. Ministers 
said that the empty benches were filled. but 
the nation, and even the twenty-six counties, 
were not fully represented there. 

There was a section of their people who 
were debarred from having their representa- 
tives there because of the test, which they 
wanted removed. The way they hoped to 
remove it was by using the initiative that 
was provided in the Constitution. They 
wanted the people to fight against the re- 
moval of that initiative, because it was by 
means of it they hoped ultimately to clear 
away all those parts of the Free State Con- 
stitution which were imposed from outside. 

ECONOMIC AIM. 

Their economic aim was to make this nation 
as far as possible self-sapporting. They 
should foster their industries, and see that 
they had‘ established all the industries neces- 
sary for their primary needs; and they knew 
that if they were going to do that they 
should take care that those industries were 
not destroyed by foreign competition. They 
stood for the protection Of trish industrmes 
by every means in their power. They them- 
selves could do a great deal to foster Irish 
industries by supporting them. it: 
was a shame that ‘when one went 
into a shop the shopkeeper should tell 
him that his customer did not want the Irish 
article, even though it was as good as the 
other. That was a scandal; but it could be 
remedied by an organisation such as that if 
the delegates went back to their branches 
and explained to the people what it meant to 
support Irish industry, and told them to de- 
mand Irish goods where they were available. 

Ji they wanted to bring the struggle to a 
successful conclusion they should keep the 
national spirit alive. Everything pertaining 
to the nation ought to be sacred to them— 
their music, dances, etc. Above all, let them 
not forget ihe language. They wanted Ire- 
land not merely free, but Gaelic as well. 
Nothing less than that was worth struggling 
for. An Ireland that had lost its traditions 
and got its freedom would, to him, be a 
mutilated Ireland, The preservation of the 
language was an immediate task fc: them. 
Time was pressing very heavily on the lan- 
guage. The bad times were driving out the 
native speakers; therefore they had a greater 
duty to the Gaeltacht and the language than 
perhaps anything else at present. 

He had seldom stood up in an audience 
when Cathal Brugha was present that the 
latter did not tell him to say something 
about the drink. traffic. He felt that the 
spirit of Cathal Brugha was near them that 
night. , 

‘Let us remember,” said Mr. de Valera, 
“that drink is a curse It has been a 
greater curse to our people than perhaps 
anything else. Personally I believe that ‘t 
was at the bottom of the Treaty, (Applause.) 
Our people, during the interval of the truce, 
when they were taken back, and when they 
had come from arduovs work with the 
columns, were treated here, there and every- 
where, and the abstinence from drink which 
they had practised in hard times was given 
up. lí you want men with spirit and deter- 
mination—men like Cathal Brugha—you 
will get them from the men who do not 
drink. I hope that there will be through- 
out Ireland, in the name of Cathal Brugha, 
a campaign against intemperance and against 
drink, 7 Os ame 

‘“‘] have gone through the country, and no 
matter what other people say, say that 
such a campaign is necessary, and if we 
want to get back to the spirit of 1917, we 
will get back to the temperate habits that 
prevailed from 1914 to 1917, and from 1917 
to 1921.” (Applause.) 

THE SENATE. 

There was an institution in Leinster 
House called the Senate, which cost a pretty 
large sum of money.

Did they think that 
a second chamber like that was wanted? He 
did not, and when they were looking for 
reductions and economies he did not think 
that they should cut down old age pen- 
sioners by a shilling each, and leave in 
existence a Senate which was spending a 
large sum of money.

FREEDOM AND PROSPERITY 


Under the auspices of Fianna Fail, a largely- 
attended meeting was held in the Round 
Room, Rotunda, Dublin, last night for the 
purpose of organising public opinion in sup- 
port of Irish manufactures, and to direct at- 
tention to the growing volume of imported 
goods which could be produced in Ireland. 

Mr. 8. T. O'Kelly, T.D., who presided, 
said that the country was at present at a 
low ebb, and that was due largely to the 
laxity which had been allowed to develop 
among themselves during the last few years. 
Because of differences which occurred in 
their ranks the national spirit had weakened. 
He believed that the national spirit was now 
on the up-grade, that the tide had turned 
definitely in the Irish Ireland direction. (Ap- 
plause.) They saw the beginnings of a new 
national spirit under the leadership of Eamonn 
de Valera. (Applause.) They believed that 
the time had come to make a big step for- 
ward. The time was ripe and the people 
were ripe to be led, nationally speaking, in 
the direction they wanted to go. 

Mr. Frank Aiken, T.D., said that they 
had been taunted with preaching that Parlia- 
ment should do everything for the people. 
They did not preach that. They did say 
that the people should use the powers in 
their own hands for their own protection. 
During the last ten years they had striven to 
get rid of foreign domination, economic, 
political, cultural, and social. 

“We want to get political control of the 
twenty-six counties, said Mr. Aiken. 

A Voice—aAll Ireland 

“We want to get this control,”” Mr. Aiken 
added, “ so that we may enforce the sovereign 
will of the people of Ireland on the whole of 
the thirty-two counties. You have in the 
Free State Constitution and in the Free 
State Parliament certain machinery which, 
if used properly, would achieve the freedom 
of the Irish nation and the economic pros- 
perity of the people. We are going to use 
that machinery for that purpose.” 

AGRICULTURE. 

With regard to the agricultural industry, 
he pointed out. that if that were prosperous 
the people in the cities and towns would be 
prosperous. One of the planks of the 
Fianna Fail programme was protection 
for the agricultural industry. They appealed 
to the people of the cities and towns to bay 
Irish agricultural produce when they could 
get it. By putting an embargo on foreign 
products that could be produced at home they 
could create prosperity among the beep. In 
addition, they could do much to help the 
Irish woollen industry by voluntary protec- 
tion. 

Mr. Sean Lemass, T.D., said that they were 
convinced that no fiscal system and no Go-’ 
vernmental machinery would suffice in restor- 
ing to its proper place the industrial life of 
Ireland “mo. they were enthusiastically sup- 
portéd by the Irish people themselves. There 
could be an end to emigration if the necessary 
effort were made by the Irish people. There 
had been a tremendous increase in the im- 
— of goods that could be produced at 

ome. Under the present political conditions 
it would not be possible for Fianna Fail to 
put its fall programme into effect. The Tariff 
Commission had been set up simply to how: 
wink the Irish people, not to facilitate the 
protection of a sensed} They believed that 
there should be a Commission in existence to 
examine conditions in any iadustry without 
waiting for applications to do so frém manu- 
facturers. 

He urged the hoycott of firms who used 
imported advertising matter, and also com- 
panies who used tmported motor "buses. He 
believed that there was sufficient spirit in the 
Irish people to secure a voluntary tariff for 
Irish produce. 

Dr. J. Ryan, T.D., Wexford, said that 
there were over 800 men idle in Wexford 
town because the Irish farmer was not buy- 
ing Irish machinery, but the farmer would 
not get the Irish article from the retailer 
unless he demanded it. 

ISOLATION. 

Mr. de Valera said that they ought to 
establish at home the industries necessary to 
supply their daily wants. If they were cut 
off from the rest of the world and forced to 
set about procuring their own needs they 
might not be so comfortable, but they would 
be better off because the people would not 
be starving as at present. They must see 
that the work that could be done by their 
own people’s hands would not be done by 
the foreigner. During the past four years 
many persons who would have preferred to 
remain at home had been driven across the 
water to work for the foreigner. 

They should not be content with having 
their wheat ground in Ireland, buí they should 
see that it was also grown in Ireland. 
generation ago Ireland was the premier 
athletic country of the world, sd sn 
ing the small population. It was in America 
that the Irish race was standing out now, 
because the best of her people had gone away, 
and the remnant was insufficiently fed. 

He was not convinced that the Irish coal 
supplies had been properly used. 

That morning the papers said that he was 
only a baby in matters of finance because he 
took exception to the way the new loan was 
to be raised. His position was that, while 
the Executive should have full power to 
negotiate about the loan as to terms-and the 
rest of it, it should present those terms to the 
Dail as it should present a treaty, and the 
Dail should have the final word as to whether 
the loan should be floated on those ‘erms. 

“We were other sorts of things a few ycars 
ago, and now we are only children,” said Mr, 
de Valera, amid applause and ‘aughter. 

Unless, he said, they got the people to 
realise that it was patriotic to use the 
articles made at home, and unpatriotic to use 
the foreign article, it would be difficult. to 
make much headway. 

If they wished to get on it would be neces- 
sary to pay attention to technical training, 
and also to the correcting of certain traits in 
the national character. They would have to 
recognise that anything worth doing was 
worth doing well, and they would have to 
pay attention to details of finish and punc- 
tuality, which, summed together, really meant 

ciency. 

They knew they were more or Jess slipshod 
in their methods which it would be the business 
of a proper educational system to correct. 
If Fianna Faii would ever have the respon- 
sibility of putting its economic policy into 
operation he hoped that they al have the 
loyal co-operation of labour. - 


AN AGGRESSIVE FORCE. 

Mr. 8S. Moore, T.D., said that he could 
see no excuse for a Government that had been 
in office five years and had only now, as a 
result of opposition, taken an interest in the 
protection of Irish industries. He stated 
that the Free State Army obtained its fish 
from Hull, while the fishermen of the West 
could not sell their fish. The tariff on furni- 
ture had not stopped foreign competition, 
Was it sensible to put on a tariff and leave 
the industry in that position? Would it not 
have been better to say—‘‘ No more furni- 
ture at present ?” The result would be that 
people in the industry would put capital in 
it and settle down to work, ere was also 
imported a huge amount of confectione 
which might be produced in the country, He 
hoped they would leave the meeting as an 
aggressive force against the importer and 
against the imported article.

Nand Turner, he searched the defendant’s resi- 
‘dence. Belore doing so he asked the de- 
fendant if he had anything to declare as to 
the possession of firearms, and the defendant 
said that he had not, and that if any were 
found he would accept responsibility for 
them. The witness then searched the pre- 
mises, aud found in a box a loaded revolver, 
an unloaded revolver, which was defective, 
and six rounds of ammunitfon. e loaded 
revolyer appeared to have been oiled re- 
cently. 

In August, 1925, the defendant asked the 
witness for a certificate for a revolver, which 
he refused to give him. When asked if he 
had a revolver then the defendant said that 
he had not. 

To Mr. Ryan, solicitor, who defended, the 
witness said that Butler was a respectable 
man, and he had heard that before he came 
to Bray as Superintendent the defendant had 
discovered a “‘dump,’’ consisting of a rifle 
and some revolvers, which he handed up to 
the Civic Guards. The defendant did not tell 
him that the revolvers now found in the 
house were part of that “ dump.”’ 
WARNING. 

John Kenna, Little Bray, said that on the 
17th October the defendant called him into 
a room in his house and presented two re- 
volvers at his chest, and said that it was not 
now that he should have got one of these, 
but in 1922. 

“ He said that he would blow my heart 
out,’’ added tha witness, ‘‘ if IT used bad ex- 
pressions about his sister again. I got a 
terrible fright His sister then came and 
told him to let me out, which he did. I did 
not report it to the Civic Guard, as I was 
afraid he would take my life.’’ 

The witness admitted to Mr. Ryan that he 
had a dispute with the defendant's sister 
and that he abused her. It was over a ball 
which they were kicking in the street. The 
ball went through the window of defendant’s 
house and broke some ornaments. The sister 
would not give up the ball and the witness 
cursed her. 

SISTER INSULTED. 

The defendant stated that he was a 
painter, and, together with his sister, kept a 
dairy in Little Bray. When he returned 
home one day his sister complained about 
Kenna’s conduct, and said that he had used 
filthy AE towards her. Afterwards he 
brought Kenna into the house, and, in the 
presence of his sister, told him that if he or 
any man insulted his sister again he would 
let him have a bullet. He brought in the 
weapons, but they were not loaded at the 
time. 

In July, 1925, he found a ‘“‘ dump,”’ con- 
sisting of a rifle, some bombs and revolvers, 
which he handed to the Civic Guards. Those 
revolvers formed part of the ‘‘ dump,” and 
he kept them as a remembrance and to pro- 
tect his sister. He had never used any of 
the revolvers before and was not a member 
of any organisation. 

Superintendent Casserly asked 
could he account for one of 
loadéd on the 17th November. 

The witness replied that he took it out of 
the yard on the 17th October to frighten 
Kenna, but it was not then loaded. He 
loaded it in the house afterwards as a pro- 
tection for his sister.

FORMER MULLINGAR OFFICIAL 


SENTENCED. 

At Mullingar District Court yesterday a 
young man, Samuel Austen, formerly attached 
to the local extern postal staff, was sentenced 
to three months’ imprisonment, with hard 
labour, for the larceny of two letters ad- 
dressed to Westmeath residents. One of the 
packets contained two and the other three 
10s. Treasury notes. 

District Justice Beatty, in imposing the 
seutence, said that this was a most despicable 
offence, and the public must be protected. 

The evidence of Mr. Thomas W. Justice, 
of the General Post Office, Dublin, was that 
on October 27 he posted in Tullamore two 
letters, one addressed to Mrs. Helena O'Connor 
and the other to Mr. J. McAuley, both residing 
in the neighbourhood of Mullingar. He en- 
closed two: 105, Treasury notes in one letter, 
and three in the other, having taken the 
numbers and put on private marks with in- 
visible ink. Witness came down to Mullingar 
on the following day, and ascertained that the 
letters had been given to Austen. The 
letters were not for anybody on defendant's 
route, and he found he did not report on 
them or return them. The defendant, inter- 
viewed by witness, denied all knowledge of 
the letters, but witness found the Treasury 
notes in his pocket and identified them. De- 
fendant said that thev were his own, but 
when witness showed him the marks he ad. 
mitted opening the letters and taking the 
notes. 

The Justice imposed a sentence as stated. 


DECREE AGAINST BANK. 


At Wexford Circuit Court, Thomas Carroll, 
Pallas, obtained a decree for £61 3s. 7d. 
against Patrick Sullivan and Patrick J. 
Fanning, trustees of the Pallas Agricultural 
Bank, in which the plaintiff stated that he 
was a depositor. 

For the defence it was stated that efforts 
were being made to wind up the bank, and 
all that was wanted was time to meet the 
liability.

RESEARCH WORK AND 
PROPAGANDA, 


-“ 


From Our Srectat CORRESPONDENT. 


NENAGH, Friday. 

The first provincial meeting in support o 
the National Cancer Research Campaign 
(Ireland) was held this afternoon in the 
Literary Institute, Nenagh. There was a 
large and representative attendance. 

Mr. Frank Flannery, Chairman of the 
Nenagh Urban District Council, who pre- 
sided, spoke of the necessity of arousing 
public opinion to the dangers that beset the 
country through the menace of cancer, and 
stated that the Nenagh Urban Council were 
fully alive to their responsibility. 

Dr. A. D. Courtney read a telegram of 
regret for inability to attend from Mr. D. 
Morrissey, T.D.; and gave a list of subscrip- 
tions received. 

Sir John Lumsden, M.D., said that it was 
the aim of the organic:-. of the national 
campaign to start committees in all the 
counties in Ireland. They looked forward to 
all the counties forming local committees, 
and were beginning there because they re- 
garded that as the most important county In 
Ireland. ‘ There are,” he continued, ‘three 
grim horsemen who constitute the scourges 
of modern civilisation—venereal disease, 
cancer and tuberculosis. Tuberculosis has 
been called ‘the captain of the men of 
death,’ but cancer, as the following figures 
prove, has now earned this unenviable dis- 
tinction. 

THE TOLL OF CANCER. 

“In the last twenty years the general 
death rate has fallen 32 per cent., the infant 
death rate 45 per cent., and the tuberculosis 
death rate 38 per cent., but the cancer death 
rate has increased 20 per cent. When we 
realise that 50,000 people die of cancer 
yearly in England and Wales alone, and that 
in Ireland in 1922 the deaths from this cause 
numbered 3,794, and in 1926 had increased 
to 4,431—being considerably higher than 
Great Britain in proportion to population— 
are we making enough of the modern 
methods available in our fight against this 
relentless foe, this king of terrors? 

“Tt ie a remarkable fact that,. while 
medical science and research have enabled us 
to understand most diseases, their causes and 
cures, we have not yet discovered the cause 
of cancer. This is a problem which now, 
fortunately, is stirring the public conscience, 
aud organised efforts are being undertaken 
in various countries to tackle it, to endeavour 
to cure the disease in the early stage, and, by 
scientific research, to discover the cause, all 
investigators maintaining more or less liaison 
and sharing their discoveries and results. 

RESEARCH WORK. 

“To the man or woman in the street the 
term research does not bring home its true 
meaning. Work carried on quietly and in 
secret with test tubes and culture media, 
flasks, and microscopes, has little attraction. 
The cool, calculating, patient imvestigator 
who plods along, facing disappointment after 
disappointment, is unknown to the general 
putlic until, perhaps, he suddenly tumbles 
across a discovery, and then he is acclaimed 
as a benefactor to his race.” 

Sir John then briefly recapitulated the 
results of years of patient research that had 
been achieved by scientists in the case of 
malaria, diabetes. diphtheria, typhoid, and 
tuberculosis. As regards cancer, un- 
fortunately, not much had been achieved as 
vet, or, “at any rate, little success, but 
history was once more repeating itself. 
Earnest workers had been labouring for years, 
especially in later years, and, though with 
no great euccess, unquestionably they were 
laying the foundations of future discoveries, 
and the key of the riddle would one day be 
revealed. 

A MESSAGE OF HOPE. 

Dr. Gye, of Liverpool, who had been work- 
ing with Dr. Barnard, had said that during 
the past twenty-five years’ experimental re- 
search into this disease there had been greater 
progress in the study of cancer than in any 
other serious malady that attacked mankind. 
In London, America, Japan, Copenhagen an 
Germany scientists were hard at work labour- 
ing by patient investigation to unravel the 
mystery. ; 

“ Research such as is being prosecuted in 
these other countries.” declared Sir John, 
‘is the effort which the National Cancer 
Research Campaign in Tveland is now anxious 
to embark upon. so that this country may co- 
operate and, perhaps, in some small way help 
While, therefore, we may point to our failure 
to discover the cause in- the past, we can 
with much confidence bring a message of 
hope for the future. It is the painful ex- 
perience of all doctors that the majority of 
patients suffering from this disease come seek- 
ing aid when it is too late. 

VALUE OF PROPAGANDA. 

“Where propaganda has been carried out 
in America and Germany the results have 
proved well worth the trouble. There is an 
appalling ignorance amongst the general 
public as to the early signs of this disease 
and a dread of having any suspicion of cancer 
confirmed by medical opinion. People in 
general are only too familiar with the later 
sign of cancer. They hear of later cases 
undergoing operation without success, and, 
therefore, look upon it as an incurable disease. 
To combat this feeling, to educate the public 
as to the curability of cancer in the earliest 
Stages by surgical treatment, is one of the 
objects of the British Empire Cancer Cam- 
paign and of our campaign in Ireland. 

“The main work of the campaign is to be 
research—first, an exhaustive investigation 
of the results of treatment of cancer by 
radium, X ray and chemical agents; and, 
second, an investigation of the causation of 
cancer. To succeed in an effort of this kind 
if it is to be a national effort it must be 
representative of the support of the leading 
scientists and doctors, surgeons and physi- 
cians. We in this campaign are concerned 
only with research. There are many ex- 
tremely well equipped hospitals, where ad- 
mirable treatment can be got already 
throughout Ireland. 

OW THE PUBLIC CAN HELP. 

““ We do not propose in any way to inter- 
fere with or concern ourselves with treat- 
ment. All we are concerned with is research. 
We wish to awaken public interest in this 
disease, to form committees in all the counties 
of Ireland, and to raise money. , If you 
will be good enough to help us when you 
think the matter out and decide that the cam- 
paign is worthy of support we shall be very 
ylad to get whatever help you will give us, 
and you rich men and rich women when you 
are making your wills do not forget to leave 
us a little.” (Applause. ) 

Mrs, Maud Walsh said that she wished to 
thank most cordially the promoters of that 
meeting. Nenagh had given a splendid lead and 
encouraging example for others to imitate. 

The Fey P. O'Halloran then put the re- 
solution to the meeting—-‘‘ That the National 
Cancer Research Campaign in [Ireland is 
worthy of public support.” 

NENAGH'S OPPORTUNITY. 

“The gravity of the situation,’’ Father 
O'Halloran said, ‘has been made clear to 
all. We can all co-operate with 
the organisers of the campaign in 
educating public opinion and help 
by subscribing. A great honour has been 
done our town by being selected for the first 
step in the provincial campaign. I hope we 
shall sound a tocsin that will reverberate 
throughout Ireland, and that the rest, of the 
country will awaken. We will co-opérate in 
every way we can to bring this movement to 
success. *’ 

Dr. A. D. Courtney seconded the resolution, 
and spoke of the different theories as to the 
cause of cancer and the possibilities of cure, 

The resolution was unanimously passed.

Fianna Fail’s Policy. 


Since the Fianna Fáil Party entered 
Dáil Eireann, with a membership of fifty- 
seven, the people of the Free State have 
been waiting eagerly for a clear statement 
of policy from one’ of its responsible 
leaders. There has been a vast amount 
of talk, in the course of which Reptblican 
neophytes have tried to give concrete shape 
to their shadowy theories of government ; 
but, apart from the statement that 
Fianna Fáil is in favour of the most 
extreme form of protection, its plans 
hitherto have been concealed completely 
from the public. At the Republican 
Ard Fheis yesterday, however, Mr. de 
Valera lifted a¥corner of the veil which 
has been hiding his policy. His speech 
contained little that is new, but it proves 
that the Republican leader is true to his 
Bourbon reputation : he has learned nothing 
and has forgotten nothing. A resolu- 
tion calling for the repudiation of the 
boundary agreement and of the financial 
seitlement with Great Britain set the key 
for Mr. de Valera’s pronouncement, which 
from start to finish was marked by its 
bitter opposition to the Free State and the 
British Empire. Fianna Fáil, he said, 
stands for the complete freedom of Ireland 
expressed in the form of an independent 
Republic. It will not accept the Free 
State Constitution; it will secure the 
abolition of the oath of allegiance. It will 
abolish the Senate, reduce the numbers of 
the Dail to 100, and insist on a régime 
of the strictest economy. Irish industries 
will be fostered with a view to the creation 
of a self-supporting State, which must be 
“not only free, but Gaelic.”’ 

Mr. de Valera and his colleagues have 
been in the Ddil since last August, and by 
this time, in spite of their inexperience of 
parliamentary affairs, they ought to have 
given some proof of their political ability. 
Yet, as the Minister for Finance asserted 
in a speech in Dublin last night, they 
have done nothing of the kind. “Not a 
single constructive suggestion has come 
from them.” “ When it came to the test 
vf the Dáil,” said Mr. Blythe, “ they had 
nothing to show, nothing to offer—they 
were just backwoodsmen.”’ This criticism 
is harsh, but it is justified. Mr. de 
Valera and his friends are talking as if 
nothing had happened in Ireland since 
1917. They are pretending to ignore the 
existence of Northern Ireland, which, how- 
ever they may dislike it, is a very sub- 
stantial fact. They are trying to persuade 
themselves and the people of the Free 
State that the Anglo-Irish Treaty of 1921 
and the Constitution which enshrines its 
charter of liberty have no validity in 
conscience or in law, although, curiously 
enough, every one of them ‘has taken a 
solemn oath of allegiance to the Constitu- 
tion. Without the consent of Northern Ire- 
land no sort of united government for the 
thirty-two counties is possible ; and Mr. de 
Valera must. know perfectly well that the 
people of the North never would agree to 
a Republic. If he still harbours any 
doubts on this subject, he ought to take 
his seat in the Northern Parliament, where

he will find that not only the Unionists, 
but the Nationalists, have no use for 
separatism. When Mr. de Valera, there- 
fore, informs the people of the Free State 
at this stage that an independent Republic 
is feasible, he is either dishonest or almost 
incredibly foolish.

Mr. de Valera to come into power in 
order to expose the nakedness oí his 
policy. Mr. Blythe said last night that, 
although government with President 
Cosgrave’s exiguous majority was not easy, 
it was not impossible; and there was no 
reason why the present Administration 
should not remain in office for a period 
of two or three years. By the end of that 
time, perhaps, Fianna Fáil may have 
shed some of its more fantastic ideas. 
Continuous contact with realities in the 
Dáil may result in the evolution of some 
kind of tangible policy which the people 
will be able to judge at the next election ; 
but in the meanwhile the Republican 
members have a very great deal to learn, 
and at present they show no anxiety to be 
taught. 
be called a policy, is merely a hotch-potch 
of doctrinaire theory, culled, as Mr. 
Blythe suggests, from text-books of doubt- 
ful value. Their speeches on the fiscal 
issue have shown that they have no grasp 
of economic truths, and their grandiloquent 
outbursts concerning tariffs and import 
embargos are as dangerous as they are 
absurd. It is only fair to admit that, so 
far as parliamentary decorum is con- 
cerned, their conduct in the Dáil 
leaves little to be desired. On the whole 
they have acted with courtesy to the 
chair, and there has been a welcome 
absence of ‘‘scenes’’ since their entry. 
Good manners, however, are no substitute 
for good policies.. Fianna Fáil so far has 
given no sign of statesmanship, and its 
elevation to office before it has served its 
parliamentary apprenticeship would be a 
national calamity.

Canadian Wheat Pools. 


“The Canadian wheat pooling system, 
which has been developed since the 
autumn of 1923, has now attained immense 
proportions, and must be regarded as of 
the deepest interest to the Empire,” says 
a special correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph. Towards the end of 1923 a 
bumper crop was rushed to the great 
wheat ports of Canada, To the surprise 
of farmers, who had been rejoicing in a 
magnificent harvest, the monetary returns 
were calamitous. Grain-sellers stampeded, 
and “by Christmas it was known that a 
magnificent crop had ruined a large body 
of growers.’’ This sorry experience had 
the happy outcome of teaching Canadian 
farmers the importance of systematic 
marketing. Pools were formed for the 
provinces of Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
Manitoba. These pools are controlled by 
the growers themselves, who make con- 
tracts for fixed periods to supply the whole 


of their wheat to the provincial bases. 


Their economic policy, if it can 


No fewer than 138,000 farmers are 
members of the pools, Last year the 
wheat of over 20,000,000 acres was pooled. 
Of the complete crop for the year 1925- 
1926 slightly over half of the total of 
364,000,000 bushels was sold through the 
pools, and a higher proportion is recorded 
for the sales in the present year.. Thus 
‘the greater part of the Canadian crop 
already is controlled, and the dumping 
of grain on glutted markets may be 
regarded as a thing of the past. When 
the pools come to command—a certainty 
of the future—the overwhelming bulk of 
grain produce, the farmer's danger of 
being compelled sometimes to sell at less 
than production cost will be removed for 
ever. A principle is involved in this 
pooling of wheat which affects the whole 
matter of agricultural production and 
marketing. At present farmers and fisher- 
men are the only producers who wait on 
prices made in the market by middlemen. 
Other producers announce their readiness 
to sell goods at certain minimum prices 
based on expenditure on raw material, 
labour and overhead costs, plus a certain 
percentage of profit. Co-operative market- 
ing puts the farmer in the same position. 
Production costs can be calculated nicely, 
and, where no mutual rivalry in marketing 
is feared, orderly release of supplies to 
the market ensures steady returns. The 
System can be applied to wool, potatoes, 
poultry and eggs, milk, fruit, bacon and 
other kinds of farm produce; and, while 
the farmer gains a new security, the 
consumer in turn profits by the elimination 
of extravagant middle profits and extor- 
tions rendered, if not necessary, at least 
excusable by the hazards of the un- 
organised market. Canada’s wheat pools 
mean surer gains for Canadian farmers, 
but they promise also a steadier supply 
of grain to the consuming world.

The Irish Times Fund for the sufferers 
from the west coast fishing disaster, which 
was opened on the lst November, is closed 
{ -day. In less than a month our appeal 

has collected £8,122 16s. 6d., and a cheque 
for the amount will be sent to President 
Cosgrave’s National Relief Fund. This is 
a generous sum, proving that, though the 
country has seen many changes in recent 
years, our readers’ hearts remain un- 
changed. For us, and, we may believe, 
for them also, it is a happy thought that 
no appeal to their patriotic gratitude or 
to their sympathy with sorrow and hard- 
ship ever has been made in vain. On this 
occasion they are members of a great com- 
munity of well-doing; for the circum- 
stances of: the west coast disaster have 
stirred all Ireland, and many friends out- 
side Ireland, to practical compassion. 
Here was not merely a tragedy, but 
supreme tragedy imposed on a daily life 
that is itself tragic. These western fisher- 
folk live always on the edge of destitution, 
wrenching the bare means of existence 
from a stubborn soil and from an angry 
sea. Yet poverty and danger not only 
have not roughened, but have refined, their 
souls; the sadness of this disaster was 
increased alike by its victims’ helplessness 
and by their virtues. Subscriptions have 
flowed freely into various funds, and it is 
now certain that the total amount of the 
National Relief Fund will not be less than 
£25,000. Even if it is larger, it will not 
be too much; for the need is great. 
Forty-four men perished in the storm, and 
provision must be made for some 150 
persons who were wholly dependent on 
them. Small annuities, no doubt, will be 
given to the old and provision will be made 
for orphans until they are able to earn 
their own living. The relief committee’s 
only difficulty in spending the surplus will 
be the variety and rival urgencies of the 
claims upon it. If future storms are not 
to bring further disaster to the western 
coast, and if the general poverty is to be 
assuaged, the fishermen must be furnished 
with stouter boats, with wireless apparatus 
and with better means to market their 
hauls. No taxpayer will grudge such 
grants as the State may make to supple- 
ment, for those objects, the surplus of 
the National Relief Fund.

We have grave news forthe lrish public. 
Yesterday we received from London—there 
is no further clue to its authorship—a 
letter marked “urgent and important,’ 
which contained a type-written ‘‘ Mani- 
festo to the Human Race.” Our mysterious 
correspondent tells us that copies of the 
manifesto have been sent to the League 
of Nations and to the leading newspapers. 
It conveys a momentous announcement 
and a momentous warning. Once again, 
it seems, the most audacious fancies of 
the scientific novelists have been realised. 
Somebody—described vaguely in the mani- 
festo as “An Intelligence’’—has dis- 
covered “a reactionary principle which is 
violently hostile to all organic life”: its 
release “would clear the earth’s surface 
of life, as now known, within one axial 
revolution of the: planet.’’ Armed with 
this appalling power, the “ Intelligence”’ 
now gives the following: orders to the 
Governments of the world :—(1) War must 
be extinguished, and to that end every 
Govert nt must disband its naval and 
military forces and must destroy all war 
material, though for a certain period an 
international police force may be estab- 
lished. (2) The world’s Governments must 
decree a “total and final abolition ” of all 
tariffs and duties on imported goods. The 
“Intelligence” entrusts the execution of 
these orders to the League of Nations, 
assisted by a committee of twelve citizens 
in every country or Government; and he 
assigns a time-limit of five years. If com- 
pliance is not “absolute and universal,’ 
he will decide “sorrowfully’’—but in- 
exorably—that the race is unfit to survive ; 
and “the human calendar will commence 
to yield place to eternity” at midnight 
on the 3lst December, 1932. Furthermore, 
if his terms, having been accepted, are 
violated after that date, “time wil] come 
to an abrupt close without other notice.” 
So the warning ends, and we feel that, 
when we have brought it to the notice of 
President Cosgrave and Viscount Craig- 
avon, our duty is fulfilled. We think, 
however, that a more kindly “ Intelligence ”’ 
would have postponed it until the 
Christmas holidays were over and the suc- 
cess of the Free State’s new loan was 


assured.

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LONDON LETTER. 


THE CANTERBURY RESULT 
59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Fripay Nicur. 


Sir William A. Wayland has retained 
the seat for the Conservatives at Canter- 
bury with a majority of 5,482 over the 
Liberal candidate, Colonel D. Carnegie. 
The Conservative majority at the- last 
election has been reduced by 6,150, but 
it must be remembered that Lord 
Cushendun was an extremely popular 
personage in the division, and again, 
Colonel Carnegie, who lives in Canterbury, 
has been carefully nursing the seat for 
some years. In the circumstances the 
majority cannot be considered altogether 
ansatisfactory, though the fact that some 
three thousand Conservative votes have 
been transferred to the Liberal may, 
perhaps, be regarded as a sign that 
Liberalism is reviving. Sir William 
Wayland is a chemical manufacturer in 
London, and owns a farm in Kent in the 
neighbourhood of Canterbury. 


The Next Election. 


The elections at Southend-on-Sea and 
Canterbury have given rise to much dis- 
cussion as to the chances of the three 
great parties at the next general election, 
and, while opinions are widely different. 
it is thought that the next House of 
Commons may contain equal proportions 
of Conservative, Liberal and Labour 
members. Such a result, of course, is 
quite possible; but up to the present the 
Conservatives have held their own in by- 
elections for the present Parliament in an 
extraordinary manner. I rather incline 
to an opinion I heard this afternoon. that 
after the next general election the Con- 
servatives will be much the largest part: 
in the House of Commons, thouch it is 
doubtful whether they will secure a 
majority to enable them to form a Govern- 
ment. 


The Light that Faited. 


The failure of the electric current in 
the Houses of Parliament last night was 
much discussed in the Lobby to-day, and 
members generally came to the conclusion 
that there must be a secondary system 
of lighting, either by the provision of an 
alternative current or by the installation 
of a gas plant. A number of questions 
on this matter will be asked in the House 
in the course of next week. Several 
members expressed surprise that no pro 
vision had been made to meet a ponnible 
failure of the electric current, since il 
an incident is not altogether uncommon 
in the West End of London. The House 
of Lords is in better circumstances, since 
it has immense candelabras filled with 
wax tapers, and, though these do not 
provide sufficient light, they are available 
in case of need. 


The Franchise Bill. 


The Conservative Central Office has had 
some elaborate calculations prepared to 
show the occupations of the women 
between the ages of twenty-one and thirty 
who will receive the vote under the 
Franchise Bill to be introduced next year. 
The total number of women is just under 
three millions, and of these more than 
one-half are described as retired or not 
gainfully occupied, the remainder work- 
ing for salaries or wages. Personal and 
domestic service accounts for over four 
hundred thousand, .while commercial, 
professional. and clerical employments 
account for four hundred and _ twenty- 
seven thousand, Workers in factories and 
industries number just over half a million 
and in. other occupations eighty-seven 
thousand. Just over half a million are 
between the ages of twenty-one and 
twenty-four. 


The New Prayer Book. 


The report of the Ecclesiastical Com-

THE AMERICAN JAIL 
MUTINY. 


ALL CONVICTS SURRENDER. 

From Revurer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Friday. 

The mutinous convicts in Folsom Prison 
surrendered at 7.30 this morning, and re- 
leased the guards whom they had held as 
hostages. All the convicts were led to 
their respective cells, except six leaders, 
whe will be charged with murder in con- 
nection with the killing of the keeper who 
was supposed to have the key of the cell 
house door when the mutiny started. 
These six men have been placed in soli- 
tary confinement. 

Fear of the deadly accuracy of the rifle- 
men stationed on the hill overlooking the 
prison is said to have led the convicts to 
give in. 

HOW THE MUTINY BEGAN. 
The escape of the convicts from the 
prison was only frustrated by the chance 
that the key to the cell-house door 
happened to have been transferred from 
the pocket of the warder to that of another 
just before the outbreak. 

‘ While most of the convicts were looking 
at a Thanksgiving Day cinema entertain- 
ment, the keeper who was supposed to 
have the coveted key was hustled out of 
the crowd at a given signal by the ring- 
leaders of the conspiracy. 

When he told them that he had not got 
the key he was promptly shot and stabbed 
to death 

Meanwhile the head warder, although 
himself practically a prisoner in his office, 
was still able to use the telephone with 
such good effect that soon the prison 
guards were pouring volleys into the 
mutineers. 

He also summoned police from twenty- 
five miles away, and finally obtained the 
despatch of National Guards to the prison, 
with rifles and tear gas bombs. Half-a- 
dozen keepers were kept inside the cell 
house by the convicts as hpstages.

BRITISH FARMERS’ 
TROUBLE. 


THE STEADY FALL 
IN PRICES. 


WHY BARLEY GROWING 
HAS DECREASED. 


- 


Governments cannot alter the wind, or 
the weather, or the law of economics, said 
Colonel Walter Guinness, the Minister of 
Agriculture, speaking yesterday in his 
constituency at Walsham le Willows, near 
Bury St. Edmunds. No Government has 
found a way of controlling the general 
trend of world prices. He was well aware 
‘of the very serious economic position which 
confronted agriculturists, especially in the 
Eastern counties. Although the excep- 
tionally bad harvest weather had aggravated 
the problem, the main cause of the 
farmers’ trouble was the steady fall in 
prices. The Government were doing every- 
thing possible to help farmers to reduce 
their costs and increase their receipts 
without putting up the price to the con- 
sumer. Any interference with the Agri- 
cultural Wages Act was out of the ques- 
tion. Costs could, however, be reduced by 
improved methods, and the elaborate agri- 
cultural research organisation supported 
by Government grants was placing all the 
resources of science at the farmers’ dis- 
posal. 

While he was not in a position to make 
any promises, the relief of farmers’ rating 
burdens, as and when the Government's 
financial resources permitted, was a policy 
in accordance with their traditions, and 
unlike so many remedies which had been 
put forward, would give relief to every 
farmer in the land. 


MILK PUBLICITY CAMPAIGN. 


The Ministry of Wgriculture was con- 
ducting a thorough investigation into 
marketing so that the farmer might secure 
a better return for his effort. The Empire 
Marketing Board were now actively en- 
gaged upon a project for a big publicity 
campaign to increase the consumption of 
fresh liquid milk. This should be of very 
great benefit to the dairy farmer. 

The Government had not neglected its 
election pledges. The Prime Minister had 
detailed his proposals in his election 
address under the heading of agriculture, 
and action had been taken on every one of 
his proposals. {It was misleading to take 
the words from another part of the Prime 
Minister’s election address, which was 
headed ‘‘Safeguarding of Industry,’’ and 
to pretend that they applied to agricul- 
ture, and had caused farmers to support 
Conservative candidates in the expecta- 
tion of protection. Election policy was 
not to be judged solely by a fragment from 
an election address divorced from its con- 
text. They had to have regard also to the 
speeches which were made to explain the 
party programmes. 


THE BARLEY GROWERS. 


It would be in the memory of everyone 
that general protection, whether by im- 
port duties or subsidies, was quite de- 
finitely exclus@¥ from the Conservative 
programme in 1924. One exception had 
been made as a temporary measure in the 
case of the infant industry of sugar beet, 
but it was justified by a promise in the 
Prime Minister’s election address. In- 
ternal taxation differentiating between 
‘foreign and British malting barley was 
eontrary to our commercial treaties. The 
figures of production of beer and spirits 
and imports of barley showed clearly that 
the British barley growers’ difficulties were 
caused by a decline in the consumption of 
beer and spirits, and not by foreign com- 


petition. 


A COUNTRY LIFE. 


THE ADVANTAGES OF 
FARMING. 

“Unless we do something to re-create 
interest in country life and agriculture, 
we shall become so ‘towny’ that there 
will be a real danger to the raising of a 
virile and strong population in the 
future,” said the Duke of Montrose in 
Glasgow yesterday. 

He was speaking in support of a scheme 
for training unempleyed boys for farm 
work, carried througl. by the Scottish 
Labour Colony Association. As one whose 
interests were contred in the land and 
agriculture, he praised the Association’s 
efforts, as he thought it better than en- 
couraging the lads to go in for factory 
life. We were becoming too much an 
urban nation, dominated by the interests 
of the towns. The Association’s work was 
not like the dole, where they gave some- 
thing for nothing. 

Agriculture, like other industries, passed 
through its good and bad times; but he 


one could nearly always find one’s living 
and keep one’s health, which was more 
than could be done in factories or crowded 
towns. 

Another advantage in farming was that 
there was a lottery about it. A man never 
knew when he might wake up in the 
morning and find himself the owner of a 
foal that would develop into a twelve 
thousand pounds Clydesdale, or a calf that 
would find two thousand guineas, or a 
black-faced ram fetching four hundred 
pounds. He had heard of pigs at a 
hundred pounds and even hens at fifty 
pounds. 


“ COMBINES.”’

SIR ALFRED MOND’S ADVICE. 
Sir Alfred Mond, at Shaftesbury, 
Dorsetshire, last night, said that farmers 
would have to combine, irrespective of 
politics, and they would have to enter 
inte much greater “combines’’ than they 
had up to the present. They had against 
them hig. bacon, meat and milk 
“combines,” who fixed the prices at 
which they could buy the farmer's 
produce. It was for the farmers to co- 
operate, so that they could tell the pur- 
chaser at what price he could buy. 
They were only at the beginning of the 
resources of British agriculture. By the 
scientific fertilisation of grass land ou one 
of his farms he had been able to feed 
three cows to the acre in the summer 
months without cake on land which 
formerly took only one cow to two and a 
half acres. One of the Best things that 
any party could do for the farmers was 
to assist them to purchase their holdings

No one was with Lady Victoria when 
the accident occurred, and she was found 
by her brother, Lord Stanley, lying on 
the ground, unconscious. 

He at once obtained a motor car and 
had Lady Victoria taken to Lowesby 
Hall, two miles away. 

The arch, by which she was found, is 
an accommodation archway under the 
railway line dividing Lord Morton’s cover 
from Tilton. 

Lady Victoria Alice Louise Bullock was 
born in 1892. She married, in 1915, Cap- 
tain Neil Primrose, son of the Earl of 
Rosebery, who was killed in action in 
1917. In 1919 she married Captain Harold 
Malcolm Bullock. She has two daughters.

“A REAL REALIST.” 


MR. DE VALERA’S AIM. 
In his speech‘at the Ard Fheis of Fianna 


described himself as “a real realist,’’ and 
the object of his party was to secure the 
complete independence of all Ireland and 
to establish a Gaelic Republic. As cir- 
cumstances changed their methods must 
change, but their aim never would change. 

While they must keep their aim before 
them, they must be careful that they 
would progress,.steadily, and see that the 
things they set out to do were within 
their powers to accomplish. 

They wanted some principle on which 
Irishmen could unite in working in an 
orderly way towards freedom. The agree- 
ment that they must get, was that the 
representatives of the people should be 
free to meet without any tests to decide 
by majority rule the national policy for 
the moment. 

Fianna Fail was out to secure reduc- 
tions in national expenditure. It would 
start at the top—with the salaries of 
Ministers, and not with the old age 
pensions. They thought that the Senate 
did no useful work, and that the work of 
the Dail could be done by 100 members 
instead of 153. 

Mr. de Valera advocated a temperance 
campaign, saying that, if they wanted 
men with spirit and determination, they 
would get them among the men who did 
not drink.

WORLD TRADE. 


EUROPE DRIFTING 
TO BANKRUPTCY. 


> 


“ Unless there is a change in the world 
policy the world machine of trade and 
credit will come to a stand-still, as it 
did at the beginning of the war,” said Sir 
George Paish, speaking at Oxford yester- 
day. 

‘The whole world is drifting into 
bankruptcy. I have discussed the matter 
with the leading experts of America, of 
this country and of Germany, and they 
can see no way of preventing a break- 
down, but a breakdown must be pre- 
vented. 


THE EFFECT OF TARIFFS. 


“The nations of Europe are feeling 
poor, and they are trying to avoid buying 
anything outside their own countries. 
Every nation in Europe is putting up huge 
tariff barriers, and putting on trade re- 
strictions of every kind to prevent their 
countries from buying goods outside. 

“The effect of that is that they are 
finding great difficulty in selling their own 
goods in foreign markets. The European 
nations, in order to sell their goods, have 
to give credit. The amount of frozen 
credit in the world to-day has never been 
equalled. 


DANGER INCREASED BY 
RESTRICTIONS. 

‘The policy of the nations in restrict- 
ing trade is net only not a remedy, but 
it makes the danger still worse. Europe 
needs to sell something like three hundred 
million sterling worth of goods more than 
it sold before the war, and to buy the 
same quantity of produce that it bought 
then; but when Europe tries to sell, up 
go the tariffs, and every possible obstacle 
is placed in the way of selling goods. 

“ Europe is actually selling much less 
to the rest of the world than it sold in 
1914. The Economic Conference, “ con- 
vened by the League of Nations, reported 
that the present policy of increasing 
tariffs must come to an end, and that we 
must move in the opposite direction. 


WANTED—A CONFERENCE OF 
STATESMEN. 

‘“ Tariffs must come down. Is the world 
acting on this advice? Not at all. On the 
contrary. Since the report came out 
tariffs have been further increased. What 
we have to do is in some way to impress 
upon the statesmen of the world that this 
policy must be changed. 

“We have to arrange for a new con- 
ference, not of experts, but of politicians 
and statesmen. who have power to act. 
It is of vital moment that statesmen 
Should realise that there is not much 
time. Unless the nations begin to act 
very quickly a world breakdown of trade 
and of credit will come not later than 
the spring of 1929. The kind of confer- 
ence called for is one where nations will 
come, not to present their demands, but 


to bring their contributions to the solu- 


| tion of the problem.”’

It was suggested that wild duck, teal, 
plover, widgeon, snipe and woodcock should 
in future come within the definition of 
game, and that the close seasons for the 
various classes should be:—Snipe and 
woodcock, March Ist to August 12th; 
grouse, December 10th to August 12th; 
partridges, February 1st to October Ist; 
pheasants, February Ist to October Ist; 
hares, March 20th to October Ist. 


TWO YEARS’ PROHIBITION. 

The deputation asked that there should 
be prohibition for two years of shooting or 
taking of partridges, grouse and plover, 
because the stock in the country had 
became seriously depleted. A system of 
permits could be arranged whereby owners 
of shooting could be allowed to kill during 
this period, but not for export or sale. 

Among other recommendations made by 
the deputation was one that dealers in 
game should be put on the same footing 
as salmon and trout dealers under the 
Fisheries Act of 1925, which provides that 
a dealer must obtain from a district 
justice a certificate to permit him to take 
out a licence; that he must keep a register 
of all the purchases that he makes, and 
that he is not entitled to purchase except 
from other duly licensed dealers or persons 
holding a £2 firearm certificate. 

It was urged that it should be made an 
offence for any private individual to 
purchase from persons other than licensed 
dealers or persons holding £2 licence 
certificates. 

In reply the Minister stated that he 
would give careful consideration to the 
points raised. |

THE NEW CALL FOR HELP.

day ” as a signal to be given by aircraft 
in distress. In addition, the signal has 
since been formally adopted by several 
large air lines whose machines are equipped

THE NEW PRAYER 
BOOK. - 


A CAREFULLY DRAWN 
REPORT.

The Times, in a leading article on the 
report by the Ecclesiastical Committee of 
Parliament on the Prayer Book measure, 
says :—Parliament can hardly be expected to ' 
concern itself greatly with purely ecclesiastical 
questions now that there is in existence a 
represeniative body, to which it has itself 
entrusted the power of passing measures for 
the Church of England. Constitutionai ques- 
tions, on the other hand, fall naturally within 
its province, and are (under the Church of 
England Assembly Powers Act) specifically 
the matters with which it is the 
duty of the Ecclesiastical Committee to 
deal. There is, of course, a borderland where 
it may be maintained that religious problems 
come within the ambit of the Constitution. 
The King at his Coronation takes an oath 
‘‘to maintain the Protestant reformed reli- 
sm established by law,” and the Act of 
ettlement indicates the general lines of the 
National Church. If these had been radically 
altered by the new Prayer Book, then the 
Committee would have been bound to advise 
the rejection of the measure. They have 
gone carefully into the question because of 
its far-reaching importance, both as a whole, 
and through the work of a sub-committee. 
The main objection that they had to con- 
sider was the charge made with great 
vehemence by various groups of persons, 
that the proposed alterations tend 
towards an approximation of the 
doctrines of the Church of England 
to those of the Church of Rome. The deli- 
berate judgment of the Committee is that no 
such change has been made, and that there 
is in the deposited book no change of doc- 
trine of constitutional importance, and no- 
thing to modify the purport of the Corona- 
tion Oath. 

The report of the Committee is a very 


workmanlike and practical document. The 
appendices show that every conceivable objec- 
tion that could he taken has been before the 
Committee and has been carefully weighed. 
The task of both Houses will certainly be | 
lightened by the very considerable labour 
they must have bestowed upon the most 
important ecclesiastical question that has 
come before Parliament for many years.

BELFAST TRAMWAYS 


SPEEDING-UP THE 
SERVICE, 


~~ 


_ The revised time-table which has been put 
into operation on the Belfast tramway system 
will, it is claimed, s up the service and, 
at the same time, effect a saving of slightly 
over £7,000 a year. The number of cars in 
service has been reduced by eignt, but the 
reduction has been more than counteractea 
by the cutting down of the waiting period 
at the different termini and the acceleration 
which is thus made possible. 

A car, for instance, no longer stops for ten 
minutes at Cliftonvilie Circus or for eight 
minutes at Glengormley. The delay at these 
and other places is now only about two 
minutes. In addition to maintaining a ser- 
vice as good as formerly, the new arrange- 
ment permits a five minutes’ service to 
Gray’s lane, Antrim road, and extra cars 
have been put on at the “rush ” periods on 
several routes. 

The services on ali routes are improved by 
at least two minutes, and the change is the 
most comprehensive that has been carried 
out since the electric cars were introduced to 
the city.

THE RISE OF DEMOCRACY. 
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TWO GREAT DANGERS. 

In the course of a paper which was read 

at a meeting of the Dublin University Philo- 
sophical Society, Mr. C. H. Whitton, Sch., 
Mod., traced the rapid rise of democracy 
since the middle of the last century, and de- 
clared that in its present form it tended 
rapidly to become identical with Socialism. 
He considered the present advance towards 
Socialism as likely to continue until it would 
be defeated by collision with the great 
economic laws. 
Two great dangers threatened democracy— 
the temptation to resort to revolution and the 
establishment of government in an unwieldy 
form. The general trend of government 
through the ages was individualistic and 
directly contrary to the collectivist view 
which toned favour at present.
